Virtually  all  the  hair  detail  of  that  grade 
is  still  there.  Above  the  bi-secting  crack  and 
the  ear  much  hair  detail  is  visible.  This  variety 
usually  comes  with  no  hair  above  the  crack.  Even 
the  reverse  is  unusually  strong.  However,  with  the 
resulting  years  of  erosion  the  surfaces  are  much 
weaker.  Should  be  seen.
